ures at the St i^ouis exposition

manuscripts and 


maps from the Vatican library relating 
to the early settlement and mission 
work in we Louisiana purchase terri- 
tory, most of which was penetrated by 
Cathohc missionaries within a quar- 
ter of a century of the discovery of the

PEARLS. 


Their Selection and Stringing 


a Wonderful Work. 


Very few people know that there is 


such a profession—or, rather, art—as 
that of "pearl-stringing." although the 
pearl-stringer has a most important 
part to play in the production of the 
beautiful n?r-!<!aces>. collarettes, and 
ropes of pearls which adorn the necks 
of the great beauties of the day, says 
the Globe-Democrat. 


It is the task of the pearl-stringers 


to blend the colors, to graduate the 
sizes, and string the pearls in such a 
manner, as to Insure their flna'ly ap- 
peTing to their best advantage. Only 
ire keen eye of one used to th»? hand- 
h»g of some thousands of these preci- 
ous gems annually can do this to per- 
fection 
It has often been remarked 


by dealers that their pearls have look- 
ed worth 
a much 
greater 
value 


through being correctly matched and 
graduated than when roughly picked 
up by an incompetent person. Pearls 
arrive from India and other parts of 
the world in small bunches, with sil- 
ver ends 
They are then handed to 


the stringer, who lays them out upon 
a long velvet-colored tray, firnished 
with grooves of various sizes and 
depths. The pearls are, then put into 
the grooves, ready to be matched. 


Presuming a rope has to be made of 


fairly fine atones, the first thing to 
be done is to pick out the largest and 
finest pearl and place it alone in one 
of the large grooves. This forms the 
center of the rope. 
Then the 
two 


next best pearls of equal color, size 
and shape are picked out and placed 
one on each side of the center pear!. 
Then the nexl two, and so ou, until 
the two ends are reached, where all 
the oval and irregularly shaped pearls 
are placed. They are then temporari- 
ly threaded, and if no alteration is 
necessary, ;trung 
again, 
and 
the 


diamond clasp is attached. 


The matching of each side of the 


rope is so correctly accomplished that 
on being put into the scales very few 
grains' difference, and 
often 
none 


whatever, will be found in the weight 
of the two sides. 


Ijirge pearls, as a rule, have very 


•mall holes drilled in them, the rea- 
son being probably on 
account 
of 


thrtr great value, one grain sonwUnM 
making a difference of many 
sover- 


eigns. On that account only very As* 
material can bs used to thread UVM 
on, as* considerable risk Is na of 


losing some of the stones. 


Happily, this seldom happens, as 


the pearl-stringer has a brilliant way 
of effectually preventing such

A good 
drille' is the man who can pick up a 
valuable pearl, pierce the center cor- 
rectly and evenly, and at the same 
time expeditiously. 


Should a driller have the misfor- 


tune to break a hardened steel drill 
m a pearl, it may take him a consid- 
erable time to remove it. and often at 
the risk of damaging or spoiling the 
precious stone; but this misfortune 
seldom happens.

Today is the 5,664th Jewish New 


Year. The day has no historical sig- 
nificance, commemorating no histori- 
cal event, and by those who have in- 
quired into its origin it is thought 
that it had its foundation In the na- 
tural desire of civilized men to ex- 
amine into and meditate upon their 
own lives. 


This theory Js said to be borne out 


by the ritual used in the day's ser- 
vices, which contains numerous pas- 
sages reflecting upon life and death, 
upon sin and forgiveness. The 10 days 
following the New Year's day are also 
devoted to meditation and self-ex- 
amination. The eleventh day is the 
most solemn of all Jewish holidays, 
the day of atonement, which for all 
Jews alike is a day of prayer and fast- 
ing. 
The faithful are sup;jos«] by 


prayer to secure pardon for s!n» com- 
mitted against God, and to seek for- 
giveness from those among men whom 
they have injured. 


The New Year's celebration lasts 


for two days among orthodox .lows. 
But one day is observed by the re- 
formed Jews. 


Dr. Grossmann. of Cincinnati, speak- 


ing of the significance of the day, ex- 
pressed himself as follows: 


"The subtle sense of religion has 


never chosen a more appropriate sea- 
son for a helpful holiday than autumn. 
It is a time when people arc disposed 
to indulge In somber reflections and 
to feel a 
strange sadness; 
nature 


scorns sa if it were dying and the de- 
lights of life such as we had in the 
sunshine all summer come to an end. 
It is curious that few religions have a 
festival in the autumn, but it is just 
this season that invites morose senti- 
ments, and religion ought to come to 
the rescue of men to give them en- 
couragement. 
Judaism seems to be 


the only one that has enough optim- 
ism in it. to have a cheering word and 
thinks of giving a thoughtful and an 
uplifting interpretation to the disso- 
lution of life that is going on around 
us.
